The Silver Debate Continues Each Day 
in the House, 


WR, VEST ENTERPAINS THE SENATE, 


The Indications Are More Favora- 
ble to the Friends of Silver. 


SENATOR GORDON DEFINES HIS POSITION 


By Means of Resolutions He Introduced— 
Georgia Affairs and Gossip About 
' Bome Georgians.

Washington, August 14.—(Special.)—The 
silver debate dragged slowly in the house 
today. There were no great speeches on 
either side. Some are, however, promised 
later. Up to date the republicans have 
said but little, and they are not disposed 
to take a very conspicuous part in the 
contest. It may be, however, that Tom 
Reed will be heard from later. It will 
be remembered that he did not speak on 
this subject last year, announcing that he 
did not know enough about the subject to 
tell the house more than it already knew. 
It is possible that he has studied the ques- 
tion more closely since then and that he 
will enter the arena this time. 

In the senate today Mr. Vest, of Mis- 
souri, launched forth in a two-hour speech 
in favor of free coinage and against the 
recommendations of the president for an 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law. 

The indications still are that the Wil- 
son bill for unconditional repeal will go 
through the house though that jis not a 
certainty. There are fully fifty demo- 
cratic members of the house who do not 
know just exactly how or where _ they 
stand and there may be some amendment 
offered in the shape of substitute legisla- 
tion dealing with silver that will catch 
them. There are those in the house who 
believe that a free coinage bill at a twenty 
to one ratio may carry; should it the sen- 
ate would almost certainly adopt it. The 
impression is growing stronger every day 
that an unconditional repeal bill cannot 
carry in the senate. Several senators, 
notable among whom are Senators Vest, 
Voorhees and Gordon, who have been 
counted for unconditional repeal, have an- 
nounced against it within the past forty- 
eight hours. Free silver men undoubt- 
edly have a majority, as matters now stand, 
in the senate, and if they remain firm the 
passage of such a law cannot be prevented. 

But in this connection the question arises 
as to what Mr. Cleveland would do in the 
event of the passage of a free coinage bill 
with a second section repealing the Sher- 
man law. It is given out by those who are 
nearest to him that he is going to stand 
by the unconditional repeal or nothing and 
that it would matter not at what ratio a 
free coinage bill should be adopted he 
would veto it. 

Senator Gordon's Resolution. 

Senator Gordon introduced a _ resolution 
in the senate this morning which defines 
his position in favor- of bimetallism and 
against the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, though advocating its repeal. 
He asked that the resolution lie on the 
table as he desired to address the senate 
on it later. He will perhaps make his 
speech this week. In it he will declare 
@juarely for free coinage. 

Senator Gordon’s resolution reads: 

Whereas, In this government of the people 
the popular will is sovereign in its character, 
and when clearly expressed should be authé6ri- 
tative with congress; and 

Whereas, Certain financial reforms are de- 
manded by the people, as shown at the polls, 
in the formal method provided by the consti- 
tution and laws for expressing the popular 
will; and 

Whereas, Bimetallism, as a means for in- 
creasing the value of sound and stable cur- 
rency is demanded by all political parties in 
all recent national platforms and has thus 
been unmistakably endorsed by = substun- 
tially unanimous vote of the whole people; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved,. That it Is the right of the people 
to expect and the duty of congress to enact 
suitable legislation for restoring the metais 
of the constitution to their co-ordinate place 
in the monetary system of the government 
and upon a ratio that will secure their parity 
or exchangeability with each other. 

Resolved 2. That pledges made to the 
people in order to secure power should be 
religiously redeemed in good faith and in 
justice to the people, who, relying upon those 
pledges, conferred that power. 

Resolved 3. That, in compliance with these 
promises made to the people, in recognition of 
the demand made by the people, and in order 
to establish confidence among the peo yle, and 
to bring urgently needed relief to the business 
of the country, the committee on finance 
be and is hereby instructed to report at the 
earliest day practicable a bill or bills repealing 
the purchasing clause of the statute called the 
Sherman iuw, and providing for “the use of 
both gold and silver as the standard money 
of the country,” and for “the coinage of 
both gold and silver without discriminating 
against either metal’ and for making “the 


dollar unit of coinage of both metals’? * * 
* “of equal intrinsic or exchangeabie val-

Resolved 4 That under proper guards 
and restrictions, so as to secure uniformity, 
the power of chartering and establishing 
banks of issue may be safely and wisely 
restored to the states: that to deny this is to 
deny the capacity of the states for self-govern- 
ment: and that the said committee on finance 
be and is hereby instructed to report also & 
bill repealing “the prohibitory 10° per cent 
tax on state bank issues.

SENATORS DISCUSSING FINANCES. 


Voorhees’s Bill Allowing Banks te Issue 
Notes for[Bonds Deposited. 

Washington, August 14.—Less than haif its 
members were present When the senate con- 
yened at noon, but the galleries were fuil. 
Last Thursday’s journal and the chaplain’s 
prayer were short. 

The house joint resolution for the appro- 
priation in commemoration of the one-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the capitol of the United States, 
on September 18, 1793, was received from the 
house and laid before the senate and passed. 
There were numerous petitions presented and 
referred for the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law—some condition- 
aily and some unconditionally—many against 
the repeal and severai for the freer use of 
sliver as a Jegal tender in the United States, 
and for the appointment of a commission to 
consider an adequate plan of currency, and 
some for the free coinage of silyer at the 
ratio of 16 to 1... a» 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of. the committee 
on finance, introduced and had referred to 
that committee a bill to provide for the issue 
of circulating notes of national banks. It 
provides for the issue to national banks of 
notes to the amount of the par value of the 
bonds deposited or to be deposited by them. 
The bil is accompanied by a letter from the 
secretary of the treasury approving of its 
provisions, and stating that if it were a law 
the bank note circulation—on the bonds al- 
ready deposited—could ‘be increased by $1‘)- 
000,000. . 

The MeGarrahan claim again made its ap- 
pearance in the form of a Dill to refer the 
claim to the ceurt of private land claims, 
which was introduced by Mr. Teller, republi- 
ean, of Colorado, and referred to the juisie- 
iar¥y committee. 

Mr. Vest introduced,a bill for the coinage 
of silver bullion, which provides—after setting 
aside in coin and builion, as a reserve, such 


amount of the silver purchased under the ag, 


of July, 1890, as shall equal at the coltfagé 
value the aggregate sum ofthe treasury notes 
authorized by that act—all the remainder of 
such bullion shall be deemed avaliable for the 
issue of siiver certificates; such remainder 
or surplus bullion shall be coined into stand- 
ard sitver dollars and such dollars shali be 
used for the redemption of silver certificates, 
as now required by law; provided that this 
shall not be deemed to alter or amend any 
provision of the act of July, 1890. The sec- 
ond section provides that national banking 
associations shali be entitled to receive cir- 
culating notes to the vaiue, at par, of United 
States bonds on deposit; not, however, to ex- 
ceed the amount of capital stock actually 
paid in. 

The bill.was read and 
finance committee. 

Mr. Hiil, of New York, offered a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense.of the senate that 
no legisiation other than legislation periain- 
ing to the finances shail be considered at the 
present extraordinary session of congress. Ie 
asked that the resolution lie on the table for 
the present. 

Senator Vest’s Speech. 

Mr. Vest called up the resolution offered by 
him last Tuesday in the words: 

“Resolved, That the American people, from 
tradition and interest, favor bimetallism and 
the free and unlimited coinage of both gold 
and silver without discriminating against 
‘either metal: that it is also the established 
policy of the United States to maintain the 
parity of the two metals so that the debt 
paying and purchasing power of every doilar 
shall be at all times equal, that it is the 
duty of congress to speedily enact such laws 
as will effectuate and maintain these ob- 
jects.”’ 

Mr. Vest went on to argue against the idea 
that the overproduction of silver in relation 
to gold, justified the demonetization of the 
white metal and he quoted the tabies of 
goid and silver production for many years in 
support of his argument. He undertook to 
say with the greatest respect for the presi- 
dent and without the slightest doubt of his 
honesty of purpose, that when he failed—in 
that great state paper—to say one word on 
bimetallism, he certainly meant that a ¢on- 
sideration of the question of the free coinage 
of silver, at any ratio, was so impracticable 
that it did not need executive notice. 

Mr. Vest spoke three hours, in the course 
of which he was frequently interrupted with 
questions from his colleagues. To a question 
from Mr. Palmer Mr. Vest replied that he was 
willing to have the Sherman act repealed, 
but not wiiling to have its repeal made a 
stalking horse for monometailism. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Platt, Mr. 
Veat said he did not know what the president 
would do. He knew that the president had 
sent ‘a message to congress in which he did 
not say one word about bimetallism, and he 
took it for granted that. if the president had 
any idea of sustaining bimetallism, he would 
have said something about it. 

In conclusion Mr. Vest repelied the idea of 
there being a necessity for international 
agreement on the subject of silver. 

At the close of his speech. Mr. Hoar ob- 
tained the floor, and then, after a short ex- 
ecutive session for the reference to the com- 
mittees today, the senate, at 4:20 o’ciock ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

Before beginning his speech in support of 
the resointion, Mr. Vest had read declara- 
tions in the republican and democratic plat- 
forms on the subject of silvere in order to 
show that both parties were practicaliv 
agreed on that auestion. He said that it 
was time for the people of the United States 
to know whether politics were a juggle and 
a fraud or whether the solemn declaration of 
parties were worthy the confidence of a free 
peop'e. 3 

Taking up the Sherman act, Mr. Vest spoke 
of it as a houseless and homeless legisiative 
dog. with no one even to give@t a bone, and 
without being able to find a kennel in which 
to hide its dishonored head. And, neverthe- 
tags, he would vote against its repeal with- 
out a guarantee as solemn as the great neces- 
sity of the people, that silver shail exist in 
the United States as a money metal. He 
had been known as the firm_and unshrinking 
friend of the president of the United States 
and has in ail his campaign speeches in Miss- 
ouri declared Mr. C:@veland to be a bimeta!- 
list like himself. and that they only differed 
in reference to the ratio. He had the right 
to make that statement becatse Mr. Cleveiand 
had accented the nomination on a platform 
awvhich pledged the democratic party to bi- 
metailism. It had been as well known that 
the democratic party stood on the doctrine 
of ‘bimetallism as that it had met in Chicago

‘MELEE THAT THERE'S NO FEVER 


In Brurnswick—Consultation of Phy- 
sicians Today to Decide It. 


THE LAST BULLETIN FROM PENSACOLA 


States That Rev. Mr. Waite Did Not Hav 
‘ Yellow Fever, but Ellen Wood May , 
Have Had—Other Points. : 


Brunswick, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
From information gathered from sources 
that cannot be made public I feel safe if 
saying positively that it is extremely doubt& 
ful if Surgeon Branham has yellow fever; 
and I believe it safe to say that the finat 
report of the examining experts will be te 
that effect. These statements are made 
in the best of faith and no doubt is em 
tertained of their being confirmed by the 
report of the experts. 

Surgeon Hutton, of the marine hospital 
service, missed the train at Waycross to- 
day, and through the courtesy of Super- 
intendent Haines, of the Brunswick and 
Western railroad, his special coach was sen¢ 
for him. 

On arrival here, in company with Dr. R. 
E. L. Burford, acting health officer, and 
Dr. A. J. Butts, local physician and yel- 
low fever expert, Surgeon Hutton visited 
Surgeon Branham, 


It was too late in the evening to arrive 


at any conclusion and the physicians heard 
the history of the case from Drs, Dun-, 
woody and Branham, who are quarantined: 


with the patieni, and have been attending, 


him. The lateness of the hour prevented 


a thorough examination of the patient, and 


tomorrow morning, at 9 o'clock, was ap- 
pointed for consultation. At that hour the 
local physicians and yellow fever experts, 
among them Drs. Botsford, Butts, Hazel- 
hurst, Branham, Dunwoody and Surgeons 
Hutton and Carter, for the government, 
and John Cecil Legare, visiting expert from 
New Orleans, will hold a consultation and 
make reports as to whether the case is 
yellow fever or not. 

Physicians and experts tonight claim that 
the case is simply one of severe irremittent 
bilious fever. They base this decision 
on the reports of the symptoms and the 
time the fever has been on. 

Every indication now points to a great 
mistake having been made in announcing 
it yellow fever. . Surgeon Hutton and Dr. 
Butts, who visited the patient today, ab- 
solutely refuse to talk on the subject, and 
say they have nothing for the press.- Dr. 
Robert Burforiigjmeting. heath efficer, says 
there is less sickness in Brunswick now 
than at any previous summer and no one 
need fear serious results from this reported 
case, 

The Doctors Severely Criticised. 

All day the people who sent their families 
away in the wild and unnecessary panic that 
prevailed among the timid Saturday and Sun- 
day have kicked themselves for their hasty

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action and regret on all sides is heard the 


such haste was taken. 

As the people realized this more fully their 
condemnation and criticism of Drs. Dun- 
woody ard H.°M. Branham, cousin of the 
sick man, increased and to such an extent 

, that a suggestion made by some ene that an 
incignation meeting be held met with increas- 
ed and general favor. The people want to 
publicly condemn Drs: Dunwoody and Bran- 
ham for their action in bringing’ Surgeon 
Branham to Brunswick while ill with fe- 
ver. 

Facets have .developed that place the blame 
in the minds of the public on Dr. Dunwoody, 
the health officer, for bringing Surgeon Bra"- 
ham here. Captains Barney and William Dart 
of the steamer Pope Catlin and other citi- 
zens of unimpeachable veracity state positive- 
ly that the morning Dr. Duuwoody brought 
Surgeon Branham on their pleasure steamer, 
sick with fever, they protested against the 
act, stating that the boat was filled with 
pleasure-seekers and it Wwas wrong to menace 
their health even if Surgeon Branham only 
had malaria. He was brought, however, and 
the city physician, through kindness, opened 
his doors to him and allowed his relations to 
nurse him, not dreaming of after results. 

Dr. Branham, in an interview, does not 
shirk his share of the blame if any should be 
attached to them. Dr. Dunwoody has been 
told several times of these charges, but main- 
tains a dignified silence, saying he did his du- 
ty and would make his report officially to thé 
council and board of health, as they were 
the proper ones to receive it, and not the 
public. 

Many citizens claim that even thongh he 
did what he thought was right, he committed 
a grave error . 

Mayor Lamb Will Act. 

Mayor Thomas W. Lamb states positively 
that he will take official action against the 
physicians, as his duty to the public demands 
it. Mayor Lamb is known all over the state 
as a fearless official and he will not shirk 
his duty in this matter. He deplores’ the 
circumstances that make him act, but will 
not allow personal feeling of friendship for 
any one to interfere with his duty. 


WARRANTED SUSPICION. 


That Is the Decision in the Ellen Wood Cage 
The Situation in Pensacola. 

UVensacola, Fla., August 14.—The 
state health officers today gave out the fol- 
lowing: | 

Office of the State Health Officer, Pensaco- 
la, Fla., August 14, ---3.—The state health 
officer of Florida announces that an investi- 
gation into the cause of the death of the Rev. 
F. C. Waite and Ellen Wood, who were re- 
ported to have died of yeliow fever in the city 
of Pensacola on the 9th of August, has been. 
thoroughiy and impartfally made in which he 
has been ably assisted by Surgeons W. H. 
Carter and G. M. Magruder, of the United 
States marine hospital service. These gen- 
tlemen agree with the conclusions herein ex- 
pressed* 

The cases were not seen either in Nfe or 
after death, therefore the opinion hereinafter 
noted are based upon the cliical history of 
the cases, the record of autopsies and the 
statement of the relatives, nurses and friends 
of the deceased who were in attendance dur- 
ing their late illness. 

Thre is nothing in the clinical history or 
autopsy of the Kev. Waite to justify a aiaz- 
nosis of yellow fever. On the contrary he 
seemed to have dici from acute enteritis 
with marked abdominal symptoms. 

In the case of the child, Elien Wood. the 
opinion is given that wnile the record of the 
case clinically and from the autopsy does not 
give a clear history of yellow fever, yet it 
contains sufficient evidence to justify the

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statement that the case was suspicious and de- 


mands pregautionary surveillance and disin- 
fection of the dwelling and its contents to- 
gether with the premises and at this present 
time there have been no other cases of yel- 
low fever nor suspicious cases reported. A 
house-to-house inspection, which has been 
made within the last three days and is now 
completed discovers no sickness of any suUs- 
picious nature among the residents of the city. 

Signed Joseph T. Porter, State Health Of- 
ficer. 

Mr. Wood and family will be sent to Geor- 
gia tomorrow. His household furniture 13 
being packed and will be sent to the quarau- 
tine station seven miies from Pensacois, and 
his house thoroughly fumigated. 

This is the fifth day since little Ellen Wood 
died and no new cases that are even suspi- 
cious have been reported. The only thing 
left to be done is to wait patiently for the 
utmost period of incubation to expire. Sur- 
geon Murray will arrive tomorrow. Our peo- 
ple are cheerful and confident. 


OPELIKA WANTS THE REFUGEES. 


And If Governor Jones Will Consent They 
Will Be Invited There. 

Opelika, Ala., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Opelika is anxious to extend to the Bruns- 
wick and Pensacola yellow fever refugees 
an invitation to come here. 

Mayor Doughtry received a telegram 
from Brunswick this afternoon asking if 
the yellow fever refugees could pass through 
Opelika and he at once wired Governor 


Jones for permission: to invite the refugees 


to stop here as long as they desired. 

Opelika is one of the highest points in 
Alabama and every physician in the city 
states emphatically that the scourge cannot 
spread here. Two cases died here @uring 
the Jacksonville epidemic. The city 1s in 
an unusually healthy condition at present. 
The board of health is anxious to extend 
the refugees an invitation to come to Ope- 
lika and if Governor Jones will permit it 
the Brunswick people will be wired tonight 
to come and welcome. 

Mayor Daughtry has received no reply 
from Governor Jones as yet. There is not 
a citizen in Opelika but is willing for the 
refugees to come and should they do so, 
the people here will do all in their power 
to entertain them.

NOT MUCH CASH ABOARD. 


A Train Held Up in Texas but the Passengers 
Were Broke. 

Shreveport, La,. August 14.—Passengers 
who arrived here over the New Orleans Pa.

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And a Number of Others Badly Injured 
at a Hotel Fire. 


ANOTHER ONE OF THOSE HORRORS 


Where Hotel Guests Were Cut Off 
From Escape 


THE WINDOWS 


AND JUMPED FROM 


Py 
Only to Crush to Death on the Pavement, 
Several Narrow Escapestrom Death 
During the Fire. 


Chicago, August 14.—A hotel fire, re- 
sulting in the death of a number of the 
guests, occurred this morning. The fire 
was in the Senate hotel, a three-story 
structure on Madison street near Fifth 
avenue. One man jumped from a window 
in the top story and was killed. About 
half a dozen others were suffocated and 
burned to death. Loss on the building and 
contents is practically total, but as the 
structure was old and the furnishings cheap 
the amgunt will not exceed a few thousand 
dollars. A restaurant occupied the ground 
floor and the Senate hotel the two upper 
ones. It contained thirty-six rooms and 
held thirty guests when the fire broke out 
shortly after 6 o’clock this morning. The 
rooms were separated by flimsy wooden 
partitions and proved first-class food for 
fire. 

The blaze started in the office on the 
second -floor and spread so rapidly through 
the halls and the upper rooms that it could 
not be checked. Before the guests could 
be warned the flames had cut off their 
escape from the stairway aud they were 
caught like rat® in a trap. 

Hanging to tre Sills. 

The scene during the fire was an excit- 
ing one. Mrs. QOhren and her daughter 
Annie, who slept in the front part of the 
store, discovered the fire. A moment later 
they and the other occupants were flying 
about seeking an avenue of escape. Annie 
and her mother groped their way through 
the stifling smoke to the window and stood 
out on the sill. The crowd below yelled to 
them not to jump. With desperation the 
women clung to the framework, keeping 
as far out as possible while the smoke and 
flames burst through the windows around 
them. Although badly burned, they re- 
tained their position until the arrival of 
a hook and ladder company. <A ladder was 
raised and they were rescued. 

A man whose identity is unknown next 
regehed the window. The flames were 
already scorching his almost nude body 
and he jumped to the stone pavement. He 
was picked up in an uneonscious condi- 
tion. It was at this juncture the firemen 
arrived. Ladders were raised and the 
‘work of rescuing the imperiled inmates 
systematically began. 

The work of rescue was too late, however. 
The firemen found dead bodies rather than 
vier, paieples | sarin 

The fire is said to havé started from 
an overturned stair lamp. In all five 
people were killed and three others were 
so badly injured that they can scarcely re- 
cover. 

At the Cook County and Mercy hospitals 
others are moaning with pain in the wards, 
so badly injured as to be unable: to tell 
their names.

“The fire was‘one of the most horrible 
I have witnessed in all my experience in 
the fire department,” said Assistant [Fire 
Marshal Muscham, after he returned from 
the scene of the accident. At 7 o’clock in 
the morning, with the streete alive with 
people, and on one of the principal streets 
of the eity, it seems incredible that so 
many persons could lose their lives. Had 
there been any fire escapes on the building 
the loss would not have been so great. 
But the law does not require that fire es- 
capes shall be built on lodging houses Jess 
than four stories in height.

Two Prominent Citizens of Washington 
May Go Gunning. 


DECIDEDLY DUEL-LIKE CORRESPONDENCE 


‘Which is Expected to Culminate in a Se- 
rious Affray—Captain Irvin and Mr. 
Ed Anthony the Principals. 


Washington, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Serious trouble will doubtless be the outcome 
of the cards published by Captain Charles E. 
Irvin and Judge FE. M. Anthony, with ref- 
erence to the recent visit of Tom Watson to 
Wilkes. 

Judge Anthony, the recognized leader of the 
third party in Wilkes, wrote a card to The 
Constitution immediately after the great ex- 
citement in Washington, denouncing the dem- 
ocratic presidential committee, of which Cap- 
tain Irvin was a member, and claiming that 
the populists came to Washington with no in- 
tention of trouble. The card was lengthy, 
bitter and denunciatory. 

In the answer to this Captain Irvin publish- 
ed in a Washington paper and The Constitu- 
tion a reply which dealt with Judge Authony 
and his card in no uncertain terms. 

The cards were bitter. Captain Irvin is one 
of the stanchest democrats in the county and 
dealt with the populists and Judge Anthony 
with such severjty that the latter decided 
that to demand personal satisfaction was his 
proper course. 

Within the past few days letters have pass- 
ed between the two gentlemen. 

Judge Anthony was approached this evening 
on the subject and said, ‘I sent no challenge 
to Mr. Irvin as that would have been an in- 
fraction of the laws of the state, but a note 
was sent him asking him to name some place 
outside the state where the correspondence 
could be terminated with a view to that end. 
Mr. Irvin declined as will appear from our 
correspondence, which will be published in 
the Washington paper tomorrow.” 

From this statement it will be seen that 
Judge Anthony virtually challenged Captain 
Irvin and Captain Irvin refused to fight. 
Captain Irvin was seen this evening. He 
Was surprised that the correspondence had 
been given to the papers. Since 
evening several mutual friends have been try- 
ing to bring about an amicable settlement and 
Captain Irvin was waiting to hear from his 
answer to these gentlemen’s card and when 
approached said that it looked like bad faith. 

When he found that the correspondence had 
been given by Judge Anthony to the papers 
for publication he made the following state- 
ments: First. for more than twenty years 
I have repeatedly stated that I was opposed 
to dueling and this was known to EF. M. 
thony’s advisers, if not to himself. Second, 
if I favored dueling | certainly could not ac- 
cept a challenge from a man devoid of the 
principles of a gentleman. Third, E. M. 
Anthony has every opportunity to obtain sat- 
isfaction and his little challenge is but a 
cowradiy makeshift. His giving publicity 
to this matter shows plainly enough that he 
had more of a farce in view than a fight. 
Probably he was assuming that an arrest 
would be made if the challenge had been ac- 
cepted and a peace bond would protect him.” 

Captain Irvin has been a leader in all po- 
Htical affairs since 1865. It was he who con- 
ducted Genera: Toombs safely to the shore 
when the yankees were in pursuit at the close 
of the war. He is recognized as a man of 
the truest courfige. Judge Anthony’s friends 
who knew him in the war say that he does 
not know what the word fear means. He is 
closely related by marriage to the Toombs 
family. his wife’s mother being General 
Toombs’'s wife's sister. 

Tomorrow morning the whole correspon- 
aence with a final card from Judge Anthony 
will be published in The Washington Chroni- 
cle. Of course he will state that Captain 
Irvin has refused to meet him and that he is 
satisfied, etc. 

But that will mot be the end. It is pre- 
dicted on all sides now that there will be a 
personal difficulty and it will be looked for 
constantly after the correspondence is pub- 
lished. Certaily Captain Irvin will rest un- 
der no opprobium. It is equally certain that 
Judge Anthony will denounce him as a cow- 
ard. When that is done the first time the 
gentlemen meet on the streets a fight -will 
ensue and it will be a fight to the death. 
Trouble will follow.

Mr. Patterson declined further controversy 
upon his position as to Cleveland and Hill 
before the nomination. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, followed Mr. Patter- 
s0n in a speech advocatin the Bland free 
coinage substitute for the Wilson repeal bill. 
He traced the history of financial legislation 
in this country and Europe since the begin- 
ning of the century and asserted that througb- 
out the whole period there .had been a con- 
certed movement to demonetize the most 
abundant metal. Up to within recent years 
the movement had been directed against gold; 
now silver was the object of their labors. 
Speaking of the effect upon the country of 
the passage of the Wilson bill, Mr. Bailey 
said it would lead at once to a scramble 
for gold by all the nations of the earth, re- 
ducing the prices of property to be exchanged 
for that gold to a lower figure than ever 
before known in tbe history of the world, 
and precipitating a universal panic. He was 
in favor of paying the government bondholders 
in the coin of the country, but the law said 
that they might be paid in 412 1-2 grains of 
silver; and, by the eternal God, he was in fa- 
vor of giving them no more. (Applause.) 
Place gold and silver on the same basis in 
regard to coinage, and gold and silver would 
have the same intrinsic value. He would 
rather retire from public life than to vote 
to allow gold and silver to be coined into 
dollars of unequal value. 

Mr. Pendleton, of West Virginia, said that 
upon this question all democrats could differ 
without. surrendering their convictions. At 
one time he entertained different opinions 
from those which dominated him now. He 
was satisfied that the only way that a parity 
could be brought about between gold and 
silver was for the country to come in accord 
with the other commercial nations of the 
world: and when that was done the promise 
of the democratic national platform would be 
kept. 

Mr. Lacey, of Colorado, spoke in favor of 
an amendment which he proposed to offer 
if he had an opportunity, providing that the 
Wilson act should not take effect until the 
silver cireulation should be ‘increased to 
$700,000,000. The trend of his remarks, 
however, was not to the effect that the pres- 
ent business depression was now due to the 
fear of democratic tinkering with the tariff. 

Mr. Warner, of New York, said that it 
seemed to be a mistaken idea of the oppe- 
nents of the Wilson bill that there were 
no institutions in New York except banking 
institutions. It was a fact that the reason 
that New York city was where it was, was 
on account of God Almighty putting New 
York where he had put ft. The chamber of 
eommerce of New York (which had been al- 
iuded to). was not composed of bankers. 
It was composed of business men, who stood 
in relation to the banks as they did to the 
business men of the west and of the south. 
The business men of New York were borrow- 
ers of the banks. not lenders to them. On the 
prosperity of the country depended their 
possibility of prosperity. Knowing the full 
sense of their responsibility, knowing that 
their own existence hung.on the balance, 
the business men of New York asked congress 
to repeal the act providing for the purchase 
clause of the Sherman act and next he would 
vote for the coinage of gold and silver on a 
parity. tnt these metals must be of the 
same intrinsic ~value. If there was ever & 
pledge made by any partv. this democratic 
pledge was eacred and niain. When it was 
caid that it is a duty of congress to inaugu- 
rate a new and hopeless scheme which had 
already damned the business of the conn- 
try, h® must obfect. Whenever an interns- 
tional agreement was arrived at he was ready 
toa try the experiment. He would try to sink 
hia convictions and follow the convictitions of 
his partv. Then he wonld have vindicated 
his richt to be called an honest man. But it 
would he a long time before New York con- 
gresemen would sunnort an exneriment which 
had failed as long as thie one had. Rut there 
wae a miank in the nlatform which repre- 
sentefl the issne. and that was the tariff 
niank. f‘Anpleuse.) The neople had asked 
not only for the repeal of the Sherman act, 
prt for a sefe and reliable evrrency.

Augusta, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
The Augusta members of the typographical 
union.are vigorously protesting against the 
appointment of Mr. A. T. Allen, of this 
city, to a position in the government print- 
ing office in Washington city which job 
was secured for him last week by Con- 
gressman Plack, and the union will prob- 
ably take action to try and prevent Mr. 
Allen from getting the position after he 
has got the appointment. The union men 
claim that Allen, who was a member of 
the union, went back on the order by re- 
fusing to obey the regulations, and charge 
that through his obstinacy they failed to 
make The Chronicle a union office. The 
printers say the government printing office 
is a union office and they feel confident 
they will succeed in having Allen’s appoint- 
ment annulled. 

Another Redaction On the Georgia. 


Another big cut was made today at the 
Georgia railroad. To further reduce ex- 
penses, fifteen workmen in machine and 
blacksmith shops were put out of work, 
and, commencing tomorrow, the balance 
of the men will work on half time. ‘The 
shdps will close at noon instead of at 6 
o'clock. The men are better satisfied to 
work on half time than have their wages 
lowered, for they say later they will be put 
to work on full time and if their salavies 
were reduced they would experience great 
trouble to have them reraised. 

Lightning last night struck the stables 
of J. W. McMeekin, a farmer at Bonair, 
six miles from Augusta, and three mules 
were killed. 

The Algernon mills has shut down for 
a short while. The factory is overstocked 
with goods and is awaiting a demand for 
goods and a revival in the market when it 
will be reopened.

The Augusta exposition excursion to 
Chicago will leave here at 6 o’clock in 
the morning and will carry about fifty la- 
dies and gentlemen, They will reach At- 
lanta at 10 o’clock a. m. 

Superintendent IT’. C. MecNeel, of — the 
main stem of the Central railroad, was up 
from Savannah today with Mr. W. P. 
Epperson. Mr. McNeelly came to look into 
affairs of the road at this end, for tomor- 
row the Augusta division will be placed 
under his superintendency and _ will be 
operated from Savannah. The Central 
force here was reduced by this change and 
some big reductions are expected _ else- 
where. 

The quickest time ever made between Au- 
gusta and Chicago will be by the special 
train bearing the exposition delegates. The 
party will leave tomorrow morning at 4 
o'clock and arrive in Chicago the next morn. 
ing. The train will arrive in Atlanta at 10 
o'clock a. m., Chattanooga at 2 o'clock p. m., 
Nashville at 8 o'clock p. m., and at Chicago 
Wednesday morning at %:35 o'clock. The 
object of the trip is to take in the world’s 
fair and advertise the Augusta exposition, 
which takes place during October and No- 
vember. 


JENKINS SKIPPED OUT. 


When the Guard Looked for Him Yesterday 
He Was Gone. 

Millen, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)—Millen 
was not a little surprised early this morn- 
ing when it was learned that Sam Jenkins 
had got away from his guardians. 

It will be remembered that Sam was too 
sick to be taken to Florida on ‘a requisition. 
Therefore, guards were placed at his own

SERVANT AND MISTRESS. 


One Says the Other Tried to Kill Herself 
and There Is Trouble. 


Anna Clarke, a white woman living In ele- 
gant fashion on Butler street, near the cor- 
ner of Gilbert street, is said to have made 
an attempt at suicide yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Clarke is not the person who says 
so, however. On the contrary, she vigorous- 
ly denies it to newspaper reporter@, half ad- 
mits it to others and essays to” suppress 
those who tell policemen about it. 
Clarke’s home is almost in the shadow of 
the police station, and at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon a negro woman ran iw 
headquarters and breathlessly announced that 
her mistress had taken 50 cents worth of 
‘morphine, and had sent her for a second 
installment. 

Detective Cason went immediately to the 
house, accompanied by the negro. servant, 
Mary Shropshire. and found Mrs. Clarke in 
bed, but not dead or dying. by any means. 
She was able to engage the detective in a 
very lively conversation, and when she caught 
sight of the face of Marv Shropshire. who 
had betrayed her, she told that unworthy 
servant to leave, and proceeded to execute 
her request by forcibly ejecting the negro 


woman. 

She had Detective Cason to make a case 
against Mary Shropshire. and dismissed her 
from ber service on the spot. The case 
against the servant will be tried this after- 
noon. 

To a reporter Mrs. Clarke denied having 
attempted to take her life. She had been 
nervous for several days, she said. and had 
taken the stuff to get a little sleep. Two 
physicians were ealled in, and she was 
bronght around all right. 

The negro woman declared that she had 
tried to kill herself all yesterday morn'ng, 
end had threatened to end her life with a 
pistol if she could not get morphine.

HE WAS VERY STRONGLY INDORSED. 


His Appointment Leaves Another Place 
Vacant and There Are Two Candidates. 
One May Be Selected Today, 


‘Hon. James Grigefvas appointed judge 
of the Pataula circuit yesterday afternoon 
by Governor Northen. 

The vacancy was created a week ago 
.by the resignation of Judge James Guerry. 
Colonel Griggs was solicitor general of 
the circuit, which embraces the counties of 
Terrell, Randolph, Quitman, Clay, Karly 
and Miller. He was not inclined to make 
the race at first but was urged to become 
a candidate. He is an able lawyer and a 
very popular citizen of that section. He is 
strong among the lawyers and party lead-

ers all over the state, having a wide ac- 
quaintance. His friends got up petitions 
and endorsements and came up here and 
pushed his claims before the governor. 

Two other candidates were in the race, 
Colonel Powell, of Early, and Colonel Wor- 
rell, of Randolph, The governor postponed 
action to give all an opportunity to be 
heard. Yesterday morning he had an audi- 
ence which lasted two hours or more with 
the friends of the three gentlemen. After 
dinner he said the new judge would be 
Colonel Griggs. 

Judge Griggs, as he will be after he 
takes the oath of office this morning, was 
born in LaGrange, Troup county thirty- 
two years ago. So he is a young judge, 
the youngest in point of fact in the state, 
and one of the youngest ever appointed in 
Georgia. He finished his education at the 
Normal college, Nashville, and after re- 
turning to Georgia taught school and stud- 
ied law. He was admitted to the bar at 
Canton in 1883, at which time he was 
teaching there. He had graduated two 
years before. He began practicing at 
Atlapaha, Berrien county, but after a year 
there removed to Dawson, Terrell county, 
where he has resided and practiced ever 
since. He makes friends rapidly and this 
quality added to his ability as a lawyer, 
soon won him a good practice. During one 
term of the general assembly he held a 
clerical position in the house and there 
made a wide acquaintance. In 1888 he 
was a candidate for solicitor general of 
the Pataula circuit and was elected. He 
has always been active in politics and 
has come to nearly all the state conven- 
tions for the last eight years. He made 
a brilliant solicitor and last fall was unan- 
imously re-elected. In the congressional 
campaign last year he supported Colonel 
Stephens for the democratic nomination 
in the second district and his influence 
prevented a split in the party. He stumped 
the district for Ben Russell when the lat- 
ter was nominated. 

Judge Griggs married Miss Theodosia 
Stewart, daughter of the present represen- 
tative from Randolph. 

In the county convention last year to 
nowinate a representative, the convention 
adopted a resolution instructing whoever 
should be nominated to vote for the re-elec- 
tion of Solicitor Griggs. His circuit was 
strongly for him and when the election 
came off in the legislature there was no 
opposition to him. He was a district dele- 
gate last year to the national democratic 
convention at Chicago and, although not 
an original Cleveland man, was elected by 
Cleveland votes. 

He will hold his first court as judge in 
Quitman county on the second Monday in 
September. He was the recipient of many 
hearty congratulations last night. 

No young man in Georgia has warmer 
friends than Judge Griggs. 

Governor Northen will take up the so- 
licitorship this morning. Hon. H. 8. 
Sheffield, of Early county, and Captain 
>. Dillard, of Clay, are candidates for 
the position made vacant by the elevation 
of Colonel Griggs to the bench. Both are 
able lawyers and both are strongly endors- 
ed. Their friends will have a conference 
with the governor during the forenoon and 
he may come to a decision during the day.

She stated that he had @ en beat- 
ing and abusing her until she could bear it 
no longer, and she wanted him punished. 

After the arrest of Johnson. the negro 
woman told a story that sounds pl#usible. 
She said that four years ago Johnson was 
sentenced to hang in Charleston, 8S. ©.. and 
the day for the execution was set. His at- 
torney appealed for a new trial on some 
grounds or other, and, pending the hearing 
of the appeal, Johnson escaped from the 
Charleston jail, and has since been at 
liberty . 

He first went to Coal City, Ala., where 
he remained about a year. About two years 
ago he drifted to Atlanta. He has been 
conducting himself in a fairly orderiy man- 
ner since being here. and has only a few 
times fallen into the hands of the police. 
The woman’s story will be fully investigated, 
and if it is true he will sent back to 
Charleston to meet his fate.

He Spoke There Saturday—This Speech On 
the Line of His Others.

On last Saturday Watson paid a visit to 
this city and addressed the people on the 
issues of the day as viewed from a populist 
standpoint.

Athens, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)—Dr. 
James W. Camak is dead. This sad news 
will bring sorrow to the hearts of many 
Georgians, for Dr. Camak was well known 
and beloved in almost every section of the 
state. 

He has been 4a citizen of Athens for over 
sixty years, having moved here when he was 
but seven years old. 

His death was not unexpected, for his 
health has been very bad for some time, 
and for the past two of three weeks he has 
been unable to leave his bed. 

The immediate cause of his death was a 
severe hemorrhage, which occurred Satur- 
day night, and he died Sunday morning. 

A Nobie Life. 

Dr. Camak -was born in Milledgeville, 
Ga., December 7, 1825. His parents moved 
to Athens in order togive him the advantage 
of a university education. His father, 
James Camak, was at one time a professor 
in the University of Georgia and was af- 
terwards a trustee until his death. His 
grandfather, Dr. Findley, was the third 
president of the university. 

After a year at the university he en- 
‘tered at West Point as a cadet, but tiring 
of that, entered Princeton, where be 
graduated with honor, 

After graduation there he studied medi- 
cine and became a successful physician. 

die was fond of agricultural pursuits 
and before the ‘War was associated with 
the Georgia Agricultural. Society as treas- 
urer of that body and was always inter- 
ested in the farming and domestic interests 
of his native state. 

Iie had a noble war record. At the be- 
ginning of the war between the states he 
was among the first to volunteer his services 
and was connected with the Georgia Re- 
lief and Hospital Association, 

He was very soon promoted to the high 
distinctidn of edical director for the state 
of Georgia, Which position he filled most 
faithfully and etticiently with great satis- 
faction, being under the immediate orders 
of General Robert E. Lee. 

He was elected a member of the famous 
ambulance corps of Richmond, Va., which 
was ai well merited compliment to bis 
faithful and efficient services. He was the 
only G,eorgian that was ever a member of 
that noted body of men. 

After the close of the war he retired 
from active medical service and devoted 
himself to the management of his property. 

He was a man of large charities and 
his generosity to the poor- has made many 
men and women forever grateful to him. 

Iie was married November 10, 1869. to 
Miss Mary Welborn, of Warrenton, Ga.. 
whom he leaves with two sons and one 
sister, Miss Annie Camak, of Baltimore, 
to mourn his loss. }

OR THE PEOPLE WILL ASK WHY NOT 


The Governor, While at His Old Home, 
Talks About the Duty of the 

Democratic Congress. a 

# 


Sparta, Ga. August 14.—(Special.)— 
Court was in session in Sparta last week 
and scores of the representative farmers 
of the county were in attendance. On 
such occasions Hancock men from far and 
near make it a point to come into town, 
either for purposes of business or pleasure. 

Among the throng gathered here during 
the past week was William J. Northen, 
Hancock’s true citizen and Georgia’s hon- 


ored governor. 

He was sought by Major Sidney Lewis, 
editor of The Ishmaelite, who asked his 
views for publication in his paper concern- 
ing the financial situation as it relates to 
congressional legislation. 

When asked what he thought would prob- 
ably be the line of legislation undertaken 
during the present session of congress, 
the governor replied: 

“That is a very difficult matter to fore- 
cast. I do not, however, think it difficult 
to state what the people desire them to 
do, nor what, in my opinion, it is their 
duty to do, because of the conditions under 
which they were elected. It is not my 
opinion that congress should repeal the 
Sherman law, and then adjourn and delay 
to the regular session the consideration of 
other matters, as seems to be suggested 
by the president’s message. I believe the 
people will insist, and I further believe they 
ought to insist upon a readjustment of the 
whole policy of our government. I do not 
understand why the country must await 
the process of curing its evils slowly. 

“If the platform of the party is to be 
enacted into law, the sooner it is done 
= better for the government and the peo- 
pie. 
“The people of this state will demand 
the restoration of silver to equal power 
ind privilege with gold in the coinage of 
the country? How could I believe other- 
Wise when every democrat who holds of- 
fice in this government today was elected 
upon that demand and upon his personal 
pledge to that end? 

“l'urthermore, if we are confronted by 
‘a condition’ made by an ‘iniquitous tariff,’ 
why not go to work at once, industriously, 
to relieve the people of the grievous burdens 
they have borne for years, under the heavy 
demands of tariff taxation. 

“Yes,” the governor concluded, “I see 
no reason to change the views I have all 
the time held upon these matters. The 
party must redeem all its pledges and re 
deem them at once.”

Writes to The Rome Tribune, Fearing a

- QLEARING-HOUSE CERTIFICATES WANTED 


Pull Details of the Meeting at the Chamber 
of COmmerce— Free Coinage of Silver 
Catches the Crowds, 


It was a rousing meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday when a resolution 
was adopted almost without a dissenting 
voice, calling upon the associated banks 
of Atlanta to be ready for the cotton mar- 
keting season. It was at once clear that 
Atlanta is determined to offset the reports 
that some of the leading trade journais 
of the country have circulated predicting 
all manner of gloomy things for the south. 

The publication has been made in Brad- 
street's that there would be a calamitous 
crisis in the south when cotton came te 
market, there not being enough money in 
financial circles to move the crop. It was 
stated that the banks would hardly be able 
to furnish the money necessary to get the 
fleecy staple away from the southern cities 
and that as the south depends more or less 
upon the cotton crop for its commercial 
salvation at this season of the year there 
would result terrible times in the failure to 
get it off to market. 

Such publications were offset so far as 
Atlanta and this region of the south are 
eoncerned in Sunday’s Constitution, the 
statement being given by Captain Robert 
Lowry, president of the Atlanta clearing 


| house, that the banks of this city would cer- 


tainly meet the demands that might be 
made upon them with all the money neces- 
sary tu handle the cotton as fast as it may 
come to market. 

The meeting at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday went quite into details and sug- 
gested such arrangements to the banks of 
the city in case of emergencies unexpected 
as will clearly meet any situation that may 
confront this region of the south. 

The banks were asked to issue clearing 
house certificates to the fulk amount that 
may become necessary, thus affording an 
easy freedom of actual currency. 

There will be a meeting of the Atlanta 
clearing house tonight to act upon the pe- 
tition and the assurance is given hy Presi- 
dent Lowry that this step will be taken, 
if the banks deem it necessury, every one 
of them being more than willing to meet 
the demands of the cotton trade. 

All of this means that the cotton crop 
around Atlanta is going to be moved and 
moved without delay, just as it has been 
moved every year. And this was the end 
in view—the only end in view with the 
business men of Atlanta who gathered at 
the Chamber of Commerce meeting yeager- 
day. 

The meeting was called to order by Pres 
ident Stewart Woodson, of the Chamber 
of Commerce, 

In stating the object of the 
President Woodson said: 

I presume’ you are all aware of the object 
of this meeting. It is to discuss and de- 
termine the best and most feasible meaus 
for providing the necessary funds for 
handling the cotton crop of this immediate 
section. The state of Georgia has _ been

Colonel Adair is a man well versed on 
financial issues, and perhaps knows more 
about the history of Atianta'’s action in 
cases of emergency than any other citi- 
zen, as he helped nurse the old town into 
life from clouds of battle smoke long years 
ago.

Whereas, in view of the smepertneee of 
providing ample funds for handling the cot- 
ton crop tributary to this market, and owing 
to the present financial condition, the money 
centers heretofore furnishing the required 
eurrency cannot be relied on for the usual 
assistance, be it 

Resolved, That the associated banks of At- 
lanta be requested to issue clearing house 
certificates in such amounts as may be found 
necessary to provide ample funds for handling 
this business. 


In explaining the report Mr. Oglesby 
clearly defined a clearing house certificate. 
He said it was a piece of paper issued by 
the associated banks of a city in their deal- 
ings one with the other, the same as money. 
Ifone bank owed another $10,000 through 
the clearing house, it could pay that money 
temporarily with this clearing house cer- 
tificate, thus allowing the bank to use its 
money for the benefit of its patrons in- 
stead of paying the other bank what it 
owed it. This would put more currency in 
circulation. He stated that one of these 
certificates would be quite as good as ac- 
tual money, as it would have behind it all 
the banks of Atlanta, not alone to the ex- 
tent of their capital stock, but to the re- 
sponsibility of the individual directors of 
the banks. 

Captain Harry Jackson wanted to know 
if these certificates would only be good for 
moving the cotton. 

He was informed by Mr. Joe] Hurt, a 
member of the cémmittee, that they would 
be good for any purpose, just as money was, 
if the parties to the transaction were will- 
ing to give and take them. 

Mr. Hurt called upon Judge H. E. W. 
Palmer to tell how the certificate plan 
worked in Birmingham. He arose und 
stated to the meeting that he was recently 


in Birmingham, where the plan had been | 


adopted by the banks, and found that the 
merchants of the town and — people 
all took certificates just as ey would 
money in the arteries of commerce and 
that they were glad to get them. He said 
that under the operation of the plan the 
city was free from any fright and hence 
free from any financial pressure. 

Here Mr. E. FP. Chamberlin arose and 
stated that he had consulted with his firm 
and they stated that they would take cleur- 
ing house certificates from the Atlanta 
banks for debts, for trade and for anything 
just as they would take the cash. 

A dozen other merchants at the meeting 
arose and said the same thing. 

It was clear at a glance that the senti- 
ment was very general for the plan suggest- 
ed by the resolution. 

Major M. C.. KXiser moved that the reso- 
lution be adopted by a rising vote, and this 
motion was carried. 

The vote was almost unanimous. 

A Banker’s Assurance. 

After the resolution was adopted with 
such feeling and spirit, Mr. Neal, of the 
Neal Banking Company, took the floor, and 
said: 

“Lest some of the people who have not 
been here may ask with some ignorant 
anxiety about the safety of this plan, I 
want to say, as a banker, that these cer- 
tificates, if issued by the banks, will not 
in any way interfere with regular banking 
business. If a man has a deposit in a bank 
and wants cash money, he can get it. The 
bank will not offer certificates to any de- 
positor, but only to customers who want 
them. It is simply to help along the dis- 
tribution of money, that is all.” 

This was received with applause. 

“The certificates will not be a substitute 
for our local currency, but will be an aux- 
iliary to it,” exclaimed Colonel G, W. 
Adair, putting the matter clearer. 

“Exactly so,” replied Mr. Neal. 

After adopting the resolution the meeting 
adjourned. 


CAPTAIN LOWRY EXPLAINS. 


He Says'There Will Be a Meeting of th 
Clearing House Tonight. 

Captain Lowry, president of the Atlanta 

clearing house, was interviewed last night 

by The Constitution about the action of 


the citizens’ meeting. ' 

“The clearing house has received the pe- 
tition ef the Chamber of Commerce and 
the business men of the city asking the 
banke to issue clearing house certificates if 
they deem it necessary to move the cot- 


ton crop,” said he. 
“Will the certificates be issued?’ was 


asked. 
‘} don’t know. There will be a meeting 


of the clearing house tomorrow night to 


take the matter in hand.”’ 
“Do you think it will be necessary to is 
sue them in order to move the cotton 


crop ?”’ 
“T do not.” 

What Is a Clearing House Certificate? 
“What would certificates represent?” 
“4 clearing house certificate in the prop- 

er sense is simply a certificate used by 
bankers in the clearing house, and not 
given out for use by the public. One bank 
owes another a sum of money. It says to 
the other by the consent of the clearing 
house we will give you a certificate for 
this debt for so long a time. The other 
bank takes it, and thus the banks exchange 
debts, using their cash for the needs of 
their patrons. But, this petition from the 
citizens’ meeting goes one step further 
than this. It asks the banks to start a kind 
of local currency, that 18 to say certificates 
that will be taken by the merchants and 
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“What responsibility would be behind 
a clearing house certificate thus issued?’ 
was asked. ; 

“All the combined banking capital of the 
city of Atlanta. It would be as good as 
gold could make it. It would be as good 
as any money the state could issue through 
its banks, or the government could «stamp. 
I will tell you why. Say, for instance, the 
Atlanta clearing house wanted to issue 
$100,000 in these certificates. The first 
thing to be done would be to go to those 
banks composing the clearing house and 
say pnt up collateral to the amount of 
$150,000 first. This would be done. and 
with this collateral, the clearing tlouse 
would issue the certificates. Now, the nine 
banks composing the Atianta®™ clearing 
house have a capital stock of $2,300,000. 
They are required by law to have double 
hat much collateral. This would be $4,- 
000. Very well, the surplus capital on 
hand with the Atlanta banks amounts to 
a million. Thus you ean see what would 
actually be behind the certificates issued 
by the bgnks ef Atlanta, about $7,000,00. 
These are the facts that make ridiculous 
any doubts about the certificates being 


An Auxiliary to Currency. 


“I want You to state in the paper platn- 
ly that if the certificates should be is- 
sued by the banks of Atlanta the banks 
will simply use them as auxiliaries to ex- 


| pand our local currency. Nobody will have 


to take them. Money will continue to be 
ae out to depositors, just as it now is. 
t will just be something to help get the 
cotton to market. Please emphasize the 
fact, too, that the banks will not probably 
issue these certificates until the demand 
of the cotton trade is on, for really there 
is no need of them now, in my opinion.” 
In a Word. 


Clearing house certificates will be given 
only to persons who want them. 

Checks on banks will be paid in cash, 
unless certificates are asked for. 

The clearing house certificates are en- 
dorsed by the entire bankfig eapital of the 
city. 

Handling the Cotton Crop. 

The Evening Herald, in an editorial on 
the subject of moving the cotton crop, en- 
dorses the views of President W. A. Hemp- 
hill, of the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company. It says: 

We heartily endorse the idea of ex-Mayor 
Hemphill that the government could very 
well afford to deposit silver in the national 
banks down this way. The easy handling 
of the cotton crop is a matter of national 
consequence just now, as it will be the one 
thing to bring money to this countrv. The 
crop is going to England after gold. and 
it would be well for the government to do 
everything reasonable in its power to facill- 
tate the handling.

WALKS AND TALKS, 


An interesting letter received from Rev. 
Walker Lewis, of Trinity church, now at 
Rockbridge Alum Springs, has many points 
that will please Georgians. Speaking of 
Judge T. P. Westmoreland, he says: 

“The table is a temptation, and the at- 
mosphere a tonic. As I do not care to take 
on any more flesh, I am doing what Judge 
Westmoreland said I wouldn’t do—sleeping 
clear of supper. The judge has a feeling 
recollection of how the bell for that meal 
used to attract him, and he is skeptical of 
anybody having power of will to pass by it at 
Rockbridge Alum. But he miscalculates sel- 
dom. He weighs the probabilities so accu- 
rately in all things, and is so well furnished 
for the highest judicial requirements that I 
nominate him for the supreme bench. No 
man in the state would more worthily fill 
that responsible place. I am sure I am 
offending his modesty, but I am speaking for 
the public good opinions I have long enter- 
tained about him. 


“Our Atlanta crowd has been reinforced 
by the coming of Miss Cabaniss. All are 
enjoying the scenery and the accommoda- 
tions; and all who wish, the amusements of 
this charming place. I have seen no disciple 
of the demijohn since I came. So far as I 
know, intoxicants cannot be found upon the 
grounds, and nobody has invited a snakebite 
for the sake of a drink. In proof of the 
great attractiveness and hopefulness of the 
three springs, they are largely patronized 
by the Hebrews, who are represented here 
by some of the most elegant gentlemen and 
ladies. I have the pleasure of sitting at 
the table with them. No part of our popu- 
lation deserve kindlier consideration than do 
the Jews.

“The Constitution deserves well of the state 
and the country for its recent lay sermons 
and its consistent stand against the money 
power of the land. I am glad that the Bible 
is not a football in the columns of the paper, 
and that the people so largely appreciate 
the defense of its inspiration made there. 
But, while we stand by that as the sheet 
auchor of the church and of civilization, I 
would not have our people undervalue the 
noble spirit whose comment on the Bible 
provoked The Constitution’s defense. I do 
not think he was fully understood, and have 
no idea that he regards the book as other 
than the word of God. As I understand it, 
the criticism was not a denial of its au- 
thenticity, but merely a suggestion that the 
Spirit is above the word. And you are right 
in your Sunday criticism of the article of 
The Sun. That paper is mistaken in both 
allegations made by it. There has been any- 
thing but reviyal dearth throughout the 
south. The year, on the contrary, has been 
marked by wonderful and numerous revivals. 
Our towns and cities have been greatly 
stirred. Men have not ceased to preach or 


to believe in eternal punishment. At the 
late south Atlanta district conference, Rev. 
Cc. €. Cary put the doctrine as clearly and 
powerfully as I ever heard. It is true, there 
is much interrogation as to the nature of 
that fact. The general belief is not in ac- 
cord with the early belief of the church— 
of the apostolic church—and there are differ- 
ences of opinion, but little denial of the fact. 
It is too deep for me to fathom the pro- 
found mystery of horror. But there it is! 

“And you are for the people, and with 
the people on the money question, Every 
party in the country demands, in its plat- 
form, bimetallisn® Let the people compel, if 
necessary, their representatives to stand by 
the pledges made. The administration does 
not represent the people that made it. 
Honest money is no better than honesty of 
promise. Bvery party ought to be held to 
its public pledges, and treachery to these 
ought to be its dismissal from public trust. 
The message is disappeinting. Courageous 
for Wall street, silent -for the masses, it 
will be dynamite to the south and west, if 
it is net promptly ignored.

Atlanta was to have friends intercede and, 
if possible, settle the matter. 

Dr. Thomas D. Longino, of West End, 
has been his intimate friend for years, and 
to him he went in his deep anxiety and 
trouble. To Dr. Longino he told his story. 

“I have made a great mistake, doctor,” 
said he, “and I have come to you to help 
me. On last Monday night I was sitting 
on the front porch with Mrs. Meehan, talk- 
ing very pleasantly, and I told her that I

She replied that I had better write it to 
Mr. Meehan, and with that she left me 
and went to her sister. 

“After talking it over with her sister 
she came back and said she had perhaps

The Parties to the Tragedy. 

Patrick Meehan is forty years of age 
and is well known in Atlanta. He is a 
rather stout, medium-sized, ruddy-faced 
gentleman with a sandy moustache slightly 
gray. He was engaged for years in the 
whisky business in this city. He was the 
proprietor of a saloon on Alabama street, 
but of late has been traveling for a whole- 
sale whisky firm in Louisville, Ky. 

He is one of the most successful whisky 
salesmen on the road and has always com- 
manded a good salary. He travels through 
the east and south and did a fine business 
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you to go to Newnan tonight and try to 
settle the matter. I will do anything— 
make any apology in the world. 1 put my- 
self in your hands.” 

The Negotiations Under Way. 

Dr. Longino accepted the mission, at the 
same time telling McBride that he had 
made a fearful mistake and one that he 
would always regret. McBride said he 
knew it, and said he would not have Mrs. 
Meehan to lose confidence in him for the 
world, and that he wanted to retain the 
confidence and friendship of Sheriff Car- 
michael, her relative. 

Dr. Longino went to Newnan Sunday 
night and went to the home of his brother, 
Mr. Berryman Thompson, the lawyer, who 
lives immediately in front of the Meehan 
home. He told Mr. Thompson what had 
occurred and at midnight Sunday night,

with the liqour dealers of this city. He has 
a wife and three lovely little children, the 
oldest of which is a bright little girl of 
seven. The youngest is a babe. 

Of late years Mr. Meehan’s family, with 
his wife’s sister, Miss Mary Monehan, 
have resided at Newnan in a_ cottage 
rented by him. They have some relatives 
there, Mrs. Meehan being connected with 
Sheriff Carmichael and other prominent 
families of the pretty little Georgia city. 

Mr. Robert McBride and his brother, 


, Will McBride, occupied two rooms at the 


Meehan home. A Mr. Fell, of Newnan, 
shared the rooms with them and they have 
lived there for two years without a far. 

Robert McBride was forty-four years of 
age and one of the most prominent and 
publis-spirited citizens of Newnan. He was 
unmarried. He was compactly built, very 
strong and solid looking and not unlike 
Congressman Moses in personal appear- 
ance. He was dark-skinned, black-eyed and 
wore at the time he wae killed a black 
Mustache and a stubby black beard of 
three weeks’ growth. He always dressed 
Neatly in a plain suit of black and was 
an exceedingly quiet man. 

He came to Georgia from Brooklyn, N. 
Y., where his father now lives, fifteen 
Years: ago and located at Palmetto, Ga. 
He lived there a few years and went to 
Newnan. At the latter place he has pros- 
Pered and was president of the Newnan 
cotton oil mills and of the Newnan Ice Com- 
pany. 

‘Nothing has ever been said derogatory 
to his character. He was known to every 


_ Person in Newnan as a quiet, gentlemanly | 
- Man and his integrity was undoubted. He 


the respect of his associates and the 
relations between he and Mrs. Meehan 
have always been of the pleasantest na- 
ture. He has, according to the statements 
of those who know, always treated her with 
the utmost respect until last Monday, when 
he made a break that cost him his life. 
a The Fatal Break. 
Mr. Meehan was away from the city in 
ew York at the time and only Mr. Mc- 
Bride, Mrs. Meehan and her children and 
Moneghan were at the Meehan home. 
- While seated alone with Mrs. Meehan on 
the front verandah of the home the incident 
Telated below occurred. 
Mr. McBride saw that he had made a 
blunder and could not see how he 
Was to rectify it. He left Mrs. Meehan

went to the home of Sheriff Carmichael, 
to see if the matter could be adjusted. The 
sheriff was very indignant over what had 
occurred, and intimated that there would 
be trouble unless McBride remained out of 
town. 

For two hours, in the wee sma’ hours of 
the morning, the three gentlemen talked 
over the affair that was destined to have a 
fatal termination in a very few hours. Dr. 
Longino proposed to make every apology in 
the world for the mistake McBride had 
made. No one was more certain than he of 
Mrs. Meehan’s purity, but he was acting 
purely in the interest of peace. 

No agreement was reached and, at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, the gentlemen 
parted with the understanding that Mr. 
Thompson and Sheriff Carmichael would 
meet and have a second conference about 
the matter yesterday morning. Dr. Lon- 
gino was forced by the pressure of his pro- 
fessional engagements to return to the city. 

He left Newnan at 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning with Mr. McBride, who had gone 
back to Newnan against the advice of 
friends. Neither Dr. Longino nor Mr. 
McBride had sanguine hopes of settling 
the trouble. McBride expected that the 
final outcome of the awful affair would be 
bloodshed. He was very cool about it, 
however, and recognizing that he was to 
blame in the matter, did not arm himself, 
in fact he did not expect to meet Mr. Mee- 
han in Atlanta yesterday. 

He spent the day in the city looking after 
business. During the morning he added a 
codicil to his will, which he had executed 
four days before, expecting to be shot by 
Mr. Meehan. The codicil provided for the 
generous payment of Dr. Longino for his 
trip to Newnan in his behalf. He handed 
to Dr. Longino the statement, which ap- 
pears in these columns, with the instruc- 
tions that it be given out in the event of 
his death. 

Dr. Longino expected little to come of 
the conference at Newnan. He realized 
that McBride’s offense was exceedingly 
grave and that a matter of that nature 
was hard to adjust. He advised McBride 
to remain away from Newnan. McBride's 
father, who lives in Brooklyn, is now in 
Savannah, spending a short while, and it 
was decided by McBride, at the suggestion 
of Dr. Longino, that he would go down to 
Savannah until the matter cooled down 
somewhat. He was to leave the city for 
Savannah at 7 o’clock last night. 

About noon he receiyed a telegram from 
his brother, Will McBride, saying that he 
svould reach Atlanta at half-past 4 o’clock. 
Later he got a letter from his brother, say- 
ing that the conference had amounted to 
nothing and that the matter was as far 
from settlement as ever. He showed the 
letter and telegram to Dr. Longino. 

The Tragic Meeting. 

About twenty-five minutes after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon Mr. McBride walked 
down Wall street to the main exit of the 
union depot and stopped there to wait until 
his brother should come out. He leaned 
against the facing immediately to the west 
of the wide exit. Many people were pass- 
ing at the time, but none noticed him.

he had been on a trade for several days and 
now they began talking it over again. 

McBride was leaning against the facing, 
with his back partially to the exit. Mr.

They were paying no attention to any one 
and their whole attention was occupied by 
their conversation. 

Mr. Meehan appeared on the scene with- 
out being seen. He walked through the 
exit between the ticket offices and stop- 
ped in the doorway immediately behind 
McBride. He was remarkably cool, and 
no one would have suspected that he was 
going to kill the man who stood before 
him talking business to the red mustached 
man in the gray suit of clothes and straw 
hat. 

He stood for just an instant behind 
McBride. He lifted his hand, holding in 
it a revolver, and placed it against Mc- 
Bride’s neck, almost close enough to touch. 

There was a sharp, quick report, and 
a puff of smoke. Almost simultaneous with 
the first shot the pistol fired a second time, 
and as McBride reeled and fell. forward, 
Meehan shot for the third time. 

He stooped over McBride’s descending 
form, holding the smoking pistol close to 
his head, still firm in his intention to kill 
him. McBride fell forward on his face 
with a groan. 

“Lord, have mercy!” he moaned. 

The blood gushed from the round hole 
in his neck and face in a solid stream. 
It gathered under his head in a crimson 
pool. Meehan stood for almost a minute 
over the prostrate form of the man who 
had insulted his wife, and then, quite sat- 
isfied that he had put an end to his life, 
walked quietly down Wall street in the di- 
recion of the Markham house, sslip- 
ping his revolver into his coat pocket as 
he went. 

A great commotion followed. People 
rushed to the spot where McBride lay from 
every direction. They gathered about his 
writhing form and stood watching him 
while he died. He threw himself convul- 
sively about m a pool formed of two 
gallons of his own blood. Three minutes 
passed and before any one touched him 
he had died. 

Patrolman Jordan was standing within 
a few feet of McBride when the latter 
fell. Reed, who was talking with McBride 
at the time and who got a taste of one 
of the three shots fired, purely through ac- 
cident, turned and fled afrightedly up the 
street. Jordan pursued and caught him, 
under the impression that he had fired the 
shots. 

“Let me go—I am_ shot,” 
Reed,” get the other man.” 

Meehan Arrested. 

Jordan accompanied Reed to Daniels’s 
drug store across the street and went in 
pursuit of the man with the pistol. Mr. 
Edward B. Thomas was standing within 
a few feet of the exit and saw the whole 
affair. He saw Meehan turn and walk 
‘gvay and he followed him. 

Thomas has gray hair and beard, but 
he is not afraid, and thinking Meehan had 
committed a cold tooded murder, started 
after him. He expected trouble and he 
opened a big knife he carried. Meehan 
walked to Loyd street and tupming down 
re-entered the depot from the east end and 
walked quietly toward the West Point ac- 
commodation train, which he had started 
to board for his home at Newnan five min- 
utes before, when he discovered McBride 
standing at the exit. He now walked back 
to get on this train and go home. 

Mr. Thomas followed and accosted him 
just as he reached the train. 
“You must stop,” said 

showing his knife. 

Meehan sti} had his Land 0g his pistol 
but did not attempt to use it. 

“What have you got to do with it?” 
asked Mr. Meehan, not angrily but with 
the tone of a man whose business was be- 
ing interfered with. 

Just at this instant Patrolman Jordan 
came up. 

“T must take you,” said Jordan. 

“All right,” said Meehan, quietly; ‘I did 
the shooting, but I was justifiable.” 

He pulled out two pistols and a dirk and 
handed them to the officer. The pistols 
were Smith & Wesson’s 38 caliber and 
neither was new. The dirk was a pretty 
little weapon, encased in a morocco cov- 
ering. 

Jordan started ouf tiie main exit with 
his prisoner, but the crowd was too great 
and he walked out through Durand’s res- 
taurant. He started to telephone police 
headquarters, but Patrolman Sewell step- 
ped in and said he would take Meehan to 
headquarters. 

A hack was called and Meehan was 
driven to the policé station in the custody 
of Sewell. He was still cool, considering 
the tragic circumstances and spoke with- 
out a tremor. He had little to say. He 
paid the hackman when he reached the 
station with as little show of nervousness 
as he would have displayed had he been 
taking a pleasure ride. His effects were 
$65 in money, some whisky samples and 
his weapons. 

He was locked in cell 36, a gloomy en- 
closure among the cells in which state pris- 
oners are confined. Shortly after being 
locked up he became perturbed and agitat- 
ed and the effects of his terrible nervous 
strain begun to show. His face was flush- 
ed and as friends began calling on him his 
nervousness plainly increased. 

The Dead Body Removed. 

In the meantime the dead body of Me- 
Bride had been taken from its place on the 
sidewalk and carried to Patterson’s under- 
taking establishment, leaving a great stream 
of blood stretching entirely across the side- 
walk. The streets were filled with people 
and a big crowd gathered in front of Pat- 
terson’s, the front doors of which had to 
be locked o keep the people out. For an 
hour a morbid crowd stood around the pool 
of blood. 

Cc. 8S. Reed, the man who was acciden- 
tally shot, gave his version of the shooting 
to a Constitution reporter. 

“T wag standing beside Mr. McBride 
talking when a man I didn’t know stepped 
up behind him and began firing. I turned 
and run in order to get out of range of the 
shots. I felt a stinging sensation in my 
right side and knew that I had been struck. 
I thought it was a crazy man shooting and 
I wanted to get’ away, and I did. I have 
known Mr. McBride only in a business 
way and only for three months. I do not 
know Mr. Meehan.” 

Mr. Reed had an exceedingly close call. 
The bali passed through his coat lapel 
and out through the shoulder. It left oniy 
a slight flesh wound, which was dressed by 
Dr. Hunter Cooper. 

Mr. McBride’s brother reached the depot 
just about the time his brother was shot 
and went out upon the sidewalk before Mc- 
Bride was removed. He was terribly 
broken up over the affair and refused to 
look upon his brother’s face, 
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Pho Dutbiar’s tacdstindiien. 
An hour after the killing Coroner Paden 
arrived and organized. a jury of inquest. 
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The body _ view 

dy a physiciaf and afterwards the 
hearing of evidence began. A physician 
stated that death had been produced by 
the wound in the neck. : 

Mr. E. B. Thomas was the first witness. 
He saw the shooting just as giyen above. 
He did not hear a word and said that Mc- 
Bride was shot from behind. Mr. Reed 
was examined, making practically the same 
statement. Washington Lyons, head per- 
ter at the Kimball house, another negro 
porter and Mr. Lindley testified about the 
shooting. The statements did not differ in 
a single material point. After two hours’ 
work the jury adjourned until this morning 
at 9 o’clock, when the investigation will 
be taken up again. 

Mr. Meehan was seen twice in his cell 
by a Constitution reporter last night. He 
was with several friends each time and 
said he did not want to say a word. 

“I am justifiable, you may say that,” 
said he, “but as to the details I don’t care 
to talk. They will be made clear in the 
courts and before then I shall keep silent.” 

“Is it true that you killed McBride for 
insulting your wife?’ was asked. 

“That’s what I am here for,’’ was the 
short reply. “I came from New York last 
week. I left there Friday and got here 
Saturday night. I went down to Newnan 
Saturday and spent Sunday with my fam- 
ily. I came to Atlanta this morning and 
have been busy since my arrival gelling 
goods. I had started home when the trou- 
ble occurred.” 

He refused to say anything further, saying 
repeatedly that he did not wish to be ab- 
rupt or discourteous, but he considered it 
the better policy not to talk. He refused to 
eat supper, which his friends offered to 
send him. “I can eat nothing tonight,” 
he said. He asked Chief Connolly to send 
him a pitcher of ice water. 

He had many callers during the evening, 
many of whom were refused admittance. 
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Several were admitted to his cell and to 


them he talked, but refrained from mention- 
ing the real cause of the trouble. 

Last night Mr. Will McBride, brother of 
the dead man, went before Justice Landrum 
and swore out a warrant for murder against 
Mr. Meehan. The warrant was placed in 
the hands of the police authorities. Mr. 
MeBride says he will prosecute Meehan to 
the end and has employed Reid & Stewart 
and J. H. Longino to assist the solicitor in 
the prosecution. Mr. McBride was stop- 
ping at the Markham last night and was too 
badly wrought up to talk coberently about 
the killing. He was very much affected. 

The remains of the dead man will be 
sent to Newnan this morning at 7:45 o’clock 
for interment. | 

The Dead Man’s Statement. 


After Dr. Longino returned from Newnan 
yesterday morning Mr. McBride handed 
him a malilla envelope about three by five 
inches in dimensions. 

“Doctor,”’ said he, “I expect to be killed 
by Meehan. If I am, I want you to give this 
to The Constitution for publication. It tells 
the whole story, and while it does not ex- 
cuse me, it gives palliation for my conduct.” 
The doctor took the envelope and put it 
in his side coat pocket. After the tragedy 
occurred he remembered the commission 
with which his friend had entrusted him.. 

The statement is as fallows: 

Newnan, Ga., August 8.—Monday evening, 
August 7th, after passing a pleasant sociable 
evening on the porch with Mrs. Meehan and 
Miss Monegan, I remarked to the* former 
4s we stood in the hall while I was makiug 
charge (sbe had just paid a provision bill) 
that I would like to have a contidential con- 
versation with her. % 

She immediately replied: 
anything confidential to tell 
better write it to Mr. Meehan.”’ 

In a short time she returned to the door 
and remarked that perhaps she had spoken 
too hastily. I then, I regret to say, intimat- 
ed certain things and finally told her that 
i ioved her. Ske was very indignant aad said 
Sse would write to Mr. Meehan. I tried to 
persuade ser sot to do $0 aad tried to have 
ber accept my apology and let the xwatter 
drop, but she would not agree to do so. 

I stepped off the porch, shook a tree and 
asked her if she recognized the signal. ‘This 
brought from me other explanations, and I 
would never have hinted about these matters 
only for the fact that I thought it might 
prevent her writing Mr. Meehan. 

For my course during last evening I can 
only say that if I could recall what 1 said 
I would be a happy man today. 

Mrs. Meehan never gaye me any encour- 
agement to speak to her as I did and my 
defense will appear further on in t®#s3 state- 
ment, and he would be an exceptional man 
who would not speak, knowing what 1 do. 

It must be understood that I did not ae- 
cuse Mrs. Meehan, as I did not see her on 
any of the occastofis referred to, but I have 
seen the visitor. Another thing, I could 
not say if it was not the cook he saw, but 
I do know that he was in the room oppusite 
wine. 

If Mrs.Meehan had accepted my apology when 
I first spoke and had not got indignwnt, but 
allowed the matter to drop, I never wouid 
have mentioned to her or any one else about 
what follows, but she called out Miss Mone- 
gan and, in self-defense, I had to speak. 

In the fall of 1892 I noticed that occasional- 
ly a man would walk up the front steps and 
knock on the dgpr. One evening when Mrs. 
Meehan was longer than usual in going to 
the front door I opened my door to see who 
was outside just as she came dowu the hall. 
She spoke quite loud to me as she passed. 
The party outside spoke to her and she told 
me he had inquired for Mr. Camp. On my 
way to my room a few minutes before I saw 
& man on the other side of the street watch- 
ing the house, but did not pay much atten- 
tion to him. Occasionally after that some 
one would come up the steps, knock at the 
door and be admitted. After some time, 
knocking on the door ceased, but a party 
would walk up the steps, and back and forth 
on the veranda. I could distinctly hear the 
steps and one night in the winter, when he 
had been there for a longer time than usual, 
I heard him swear. 

Some time afterwards I commenced to no- 
tice that I sometimes heard three knocks, 
sounding as if from under the house or 
porch, 

On the evening of June 20th, at 11 o’clock 
p. m., after I had retired, I thought I saw a 
man come in at the gate, and pass over the 
grass, and I distinctly heard three knocks. 
At about 12 o’clock a man came up to the 
front gate, threw away a cigar, stepped in 
throvgh the gate, walked to a tree and shook 
it—night very still and quiet. Afterwards he 
returned to the gate, stood in the walk. 
reached up and shook the overhanging 
branchés of the oak tree. It appeared to me 
that he went ent at the gate, but could not 
tollow his movements. 

During thig same night I opened my door to 
get a drink of water and distinctly heard 
voices in the opposite room. In a short time 
I heard the opposite door openly quietly and 
could hear a conversation being carried on in 
the hall. I went and lay down on my bed 
with my head at the window, and when I 
heard a step crossing the porch, I threw 
open my blind, looked out and saw a man 
jump off the steps. I closed my blind and, 
going to my door—could hear party in the 
hall—evidently bare feet on the floor. 

Qn Sunday night, August 6th, about 11 
or 12 o’clock, a man in dark clothes and 
white straw hat came up the walk and passed 
around the corner of the house—he may have 
continued on to servant’s house. 

It will be noticed that I have not accused 
any particular person and I do not know who 
occupied the room on the night I heard voices. 
As for all I know, it may have been the 
servant, and 1 have only written what I act- 
ually saw and heard. 

I only put forward this defense to show 
that I had some excuse for the way I acted, 
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hen’s name may never be gossiped over. 
This is all I can now do.

HOW NEWNAN HEARD IT. 


The Story of the Causes Leading to the Kill- 
ing as It Comes from There. 

Newnan, Ga., August 14—(Special.)—The 
killing of Robert McBride in Atlanta this 
afternoon by P. H. Meehan, the first intelli- 
gence of which was received about haif- 
past 4 o’clock, was a terrible shock to our 
community. Both men were citizens of 
Newnan, and the tragedy was all the more 
shocking from the fact that the public had 
had no previous intimation of trouble be- 
tween them. 

The news spread rapidly, and there was 
universal regret at the sad occurrence, the 
origin of the difficulty being involved in deep 
mystery. Little by little it was learned, 
however, that the trouble grew out of an 
insult offered to Meehan’s wife by McBride, 
the offense. as alleged, having occurred on 
Monday night last. 

Meehan is a traveling man, and at the 
time of the occurrence was in New York 
on business connected with his house. 

His wife wrote him on Tuesday, informing 
him of the nature of the affront that had 
been offered her, and asking him to come 
home. Before , doing so, Meehan telegraphed 
Sheriff Carmichael, who is related to Mrs. 
Meehan by marriage, and requested him to 
investigate the matter and advise him at 
once what course to pursue. Sheriff Car- 
michael did as requested, and, as a result of 
his investigation. advised Meehan to come 
home. Meehan arrived at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day night. He was met at the depot by 
Sheriff Carmichael, who anticipated trouble 
and hoped to be able to prevent a meeting 
between the two men. 

Meehan was greatly wrought up and labor- 
ing under deep excitement, and would have 
gone at once in search of McBride had he 
not been restrained by Sheriff Carmichael. 
On the following day mutual friends took 
the matter in hand with the Tope of effect- 
ing some sort of an adjustment, and a con- 
ference, with this purpose in view, was held 
this morning. Nothing was accomplished. 
However, at Meehan’s suggestion, the meet- 
ing was postponed until 8 o’clock tonight. 
Meehan stated that he would go to Atlanta, 
consult with some of his friends and give a 
definite answer upon his ryturn. 

The next news received by the gentlemen 
who had interested themselves as peace- 
makers was the startling account of the 
fatal meeting between the principals in the 
unfortunate affair. 

Robert McBride had been a resident of 
Newnan since 1884, coming here from Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., and was identified with some of 
the city’s leading industries. He was man- 
ager and part owner of the Newnan oil mills, 
and was also president of the Newnan Ice 
and Brokerage Company. His private char- 
acter was irreproachable, and he was ex- 
tremely popular with all classes. His death 
is deeply lamented br every one. 

Mrs. Meehan is the mother of three chil- 
dren, has excellent family connections, and 
her reputation has never been sullied by the 
breath of scandal.

DIRECT THADE NEWS, 


It Scores Another Signal Victoryin the Line 
to Ke Seon Put on at Port Royal. 


Colonel [f. W. Avery has _ interesting 
news bearing on the direct nfovement. ‘lv 
a Constitution reporter he said yesterday: | 

“The money stress here and in Kurope | 
has slowed up direct trade. It has eniy 
slept, however. It has not only kept in- 
tact, but been quietly perfecting. 

“It was planned to start so as to bring 
people to the world’s fair by the south, but 
the stress stopped it and the dull trade 
summer gap had to be bridged. The fall 
will soon be here with its crops and the 
ships can thrive for the winter and will 
sail and direct trade begins in earnest. 

“A new great line from England to Port 
Royal, S. C., has been arranged as a new 
victory and a striking result of the direct 
trade movement. The emancipation of the 
Port Royal and Augusta railroad from the 
control of the Central railroad made the 
project possible and a certainty that, with 
Carolina and Augusta money and men in- 
terested and the Georgia, Nashville and 
Chattanooga and Louisville and Nashville 
railroads and their connections to back 
it, the thing would be tried sooner or later. 
The Johnson Bros., ship owners of London, 
sent over Mr. Welsford, their agent, who, 
‘with Pat Calhoun. went to Port Royal 
and fixed the scheme, which has since been 
completing. They have twenty-five steam- 
ers. The line starts in September. Both 
sides of the water are being worked up. 
Their English agent is here. An American 
agent is there. All preparation is making. 

“One of the active men in this fine Port 
Royal plan doubted our success when Colo- 
nel Stovall and 1 began the direct trade 
agitation, but soon saw it could be done 
and has been an effective worker for it. 

All things have been to aid direct trade 
and give it success. The very stress has 
made more ships idle and turned more 
capital and enterprise to get southern trade. 
Our southern farms have made fine crops 
with less debt than years before to sup- 
= direct trade, with greater freedom 

rom interfering restrictions. The money 
pinch has been harder west and north than 
south; has made southern advantages shine 
out; has turned notice south, and will flood 
folks and dollars southward to settle and 
invest. And this will help direct trade.

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The Information From Brunswick Does 
Not Show Any New Cases, 


“PENSACOLA APPEARS TO BE SATISFIED, 


There Is Great Doubt as to Whether or 
Not One of the Deathsin That City 
Was the Result of Yellow Fever. 


The yellow fever scare has about died 
out. 

The members of the Atlanta board of 
health and the sanitary inspectors are sat- 
jsfied that Atlanta ig safe from the dis- 
ease. 

But none of them have relaxed their vigi- 
lance in their official work and will not do 
go until the disease is stamped out in the 
south wholly. 

President Alexander and Chief Inspector 
Veal are in close touch with both Bruns- 
wick and Pensacola, the two infected cities, 
and the instant a new case could appear 
they would be both notified of it. During 
the day yesterday nothing came from 


Brunswick, but a telegram and letter both 


came from Pensacola. The telegram indi- 
eates that Pensacola may have never seen 
yellow fever this summer, while the letter 
makes light of the scare which seized the 
people. The telegram read: 

Pensacola, Fla., August 14.—Experts and 
state health officers decide Waites’s case not 
yellow fever. W. 0. H. SHEPPARD. 

The Waites case is one of the two deaths 
which drove so many people out of Pensa- 
cola last Wednesday. The impression now 
in Pensacola, among all, is that it was 
not yellow fever and that impression is 
backed up by the best medical experts in 
the south. 

The letter, which followed the telegram, 
was to Chief Inspector Veal, and ridicules 
the idea of yellow fever in Pensacola. It 
is from one of the city officials and tells 
the story fully. It says: 

Pensacola, Fla., August 12.—Dear™ Mr. 
Veal: Our yellow fever scare seems to have 
been a great big scare, There was a suspi- 
cion among some of our physicians that Cap- 
tain Northup, who died some three weeks 
ago, had yellow fever, and my opinion is 
they bave been watching for a case ever 
since. They thought they had found it and 
went off half-cocked. There is not one man 
in a hundred Here Who believes we have had 
a case of fever, and every day that passes 
strengthens the belief. We may be wrong 
and more cases may develop, but I do not 
believe it. My opinion is that the house to 
house inspection now being made will show 
that there is rot a healthier city in America, 
mot excepting Atlanta, than Pensacola. We 
have had yellow fever chowder for dinner 
today. Frank Maura is noted for his fish 
chowders. He was guarding the quarantine 
house across the street from us. He made 
them a chowder today and sent us a dish. 
The dish came from the ‘“infected’’ house, 
but one of the quarantine nurses assured us 
there were no microbes on it, or if there 
were “their wings had been swinged.” I 
have laughed more over yellow fever jokes 
in the last few days than I have over any- 
thing else in a long time. If you could just 
sée and hear of the funny antics of fleeing 
r ees you would laugh, too. 

Mr. Veal is inclined to think that there 
will be further trouble over the matter, 
but is ready to move at any minute. 

President Alexander visits the board of 
health office three to four times a day, and 
is constantly watching the reports as they 
come in from the sanitary inspectors. 

“I do not apprehend any further trouble,” 
said he. ‘““The weather is favoring us even 
if the disease should be brought here. I 
have heard nothing from Brunswick and 
I am satisfied if anything had turned out 
there we would have heard, as Mayor Lamb 
has promised to keep us thoroughly posted. 
I know he is as anxious as we are to prevent 
the spread of the disease and no news 
from him means good news. The informa- 
tion from Pensacola is of the most cheer- 
ing kind, and we are pleased with it. How- 
ever, should the disease continue the peo- 
ple of Atlanta may rest satisfied that we 
are prepared to handle it the minute it 
hits the city. Our quarantine station is 
the cleanest place in the country and a 
case of yellow fever could not last long 
there. In addition to that we are prepared 
to isolate a case the minute it shows up 
and thereby we are able to give every rea- 
sonable assurance that it cannot spread.” 

Pensacola Keturns Thanks. 

The people of Pensacola feela~kindiy toward 
Atlanta for the reason that Atlanta is about 
the only city of the country that did not 
quarantine against the Fiorida city when 
the fever came that way. 

The Constituiton yesterday received a let- 
ter from the officials of Pensacola which 
speaks for itself. The letter was accom- 
panied by a series of resolutions. Here are 
the letter and the resoiutions: 

“Pensacola, August 11.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.—Gentlemen: I have been instructed to 
send you a copy of resolution passed today 
at a meeting of the committee of safety, 
which was apointed yesterday ‘by the eiti- 
zens of Pensacola. 

“It gives me pleasure to discharge this duty. 
I always did like Georgians. Yours respect- 
fully, W. E. ANDERSON, Secretary. 

“*Whereas, The city of Atlanta, through 
the public journals, has invited the refugees 
from Pensacola to make it their temporary 
home, therefore, 

“ ‘Resolved, That the committee of safety 
of the city of Pensacoia recognizing the gen- 
erosity of this friendiy conduct in our Geor- 
gia neighbor, do return sincere thanks in the 
name of the people whom we represent.

A Suit Against the Estate of Mr. ¢. D. 
Woodson 


FILED IN THE UNITED STATES COURTS. 


Involving the Sum of $17,392.43—The 
United States National Bank Brings 
the Suit. 


Yesterday afternoon, in the United States 
court, a heavy suit was filed against the 
estate of the late Charles D. Woodson, who 
was at one time a resident of this city and 
teller of the Merchants’ bank. 

The plaintiff in the suit is the United 
States National bank, of New York, and 
the administrator of Mr. Woodson’s estate, 
I'red C. Foster, is named as the defendant: 

A judgment against Mr. Woodson in the 
sum of $17,392.43 is sought to be recov: 
ered. 

The plaintiff alleges in the declaration 
that Mr. Foster, the administrator, is a 
resident of the northern district of Geor- 
gia, in which jurisdiction the suit is filed. 
The amount of the claim that is brought 
against him, as the legal representative of 
Mr. Woodson, is $17,392.43, besides inter- 
est at 8 per cent, from March 31,.1890, on 
& persona] decree, in favor of Judge H. B. 
—— in the city court of Birmingham, 

a. 

On the 23d of January, 1890, a judgment 
Was recovered by which Mr. Woodson was 
due Judge H. B. Tompkins the sum of 
$37,233.77. Certain property belonging to 
Mr. Woodson was levied upon and sold, 
realizing the sum of $20,000, less costs and 
charges of court. This left a residue of 
$17,695.43. 

Later, on the 11th of March, 1890, and 
before the death of Mr. Woodson, it was 
decreed by the court that he should pay 
the balance and a judgment to that effect 
was rendered. Under this judgment other 
property of Mr. Woodson, and situated in 
Birmingham, was subjected to sale, from 
which the small sum of $303 was realized. 
The credit of this sale brought the figures 
a to the sum specified in the declara- 

ion. 

Judge Tompkins, on the 26th of last July 
sold to the United States National bank al 
title and claim to the judgment against Mr. 
Woodson, and that accounts for the appear- 
ance of the bank as the plaintiff in the 
suit again Mr. Woodson’s administrator. _ 

The declaration states that Mr. Wood- 
son departed this life in July, 1890, and 
that during the month of September, of the 
same year, Mr. F. C. Foster was appointed 
as the legal administrator of his property. 

A demand for the payment of the sum, 
alleged in the petition, was made on the 
defendant, which was refused and hence 
the suit, which was brought for the recov- 
ery of the full amount. 

Mr. Woodson was widely known in At- 
lanta, and the greater part of his life, from 
his boyhood up, was spent in this city. He 
was teller for a number of years in the 
Merchants’ bank, of this city, and resigned 
his position in the bank to accept the presi- 
dency of one in Birmingham, Ala. The lat- 
ter bank afterwards failed and Mr. Wood- 
son, reduced in health, made a visit to 
England for the purpose of consulting the 
physicians of London. While there he died 
and his remains, after being delayed for 
several weeks on the water, arrived in this 
country, and were duly interred in Oakland 
cemetery. 

An excellent business man, Mr. Woodson 
was broadly respected, and his death, in 
the prime of his life, was universally re- 
gretted. The suit. which was _ brought 
against him in the United States court yes- 
terday afternoon, grows out of the failure 
of the bank with which he was connected.
